NEW-YOKKMl. 


Jnst now tlio farmer who is offered 50 


to "5 cents a bushel for wheat, 80 for 
oats nnd barley, and live dollars a ton for 
hay, may look with great interest upon 
the prices of moats. Cliolco beeves in 
the JTew York market were quoted last 
week at 12i to 12t cents per pound of es 
tiraated dressed weight. In Chioagotho 
price for choice beeves is *7 per 100 
pouiicls, live weight. Moreover, these 
cattle are not necessarily mammoth 
stcevs of 2,500 pounds; but well fed 
beasts of from 1,300 pounds upward, and 
such is the demand for this class of cat- 
tle that the price in Clilcngo has not 
varied more than 50 cents per 100 pounds 
for more than six months. 


I have pointed out this fact a dozen 


tiites, and havo tried to show farmen 
the profit there is in feeding catclo over 
making butter and growing grain 
Probably some think they must neces. 
sarily keep a herd of pure Short-horns 
for this business, and spend apot of mon- 
ey over it. ITo such tiling. A few head 
of half-bred or high-grade Short-horns, 
in fair store condition, picked out o£ a 
herd at five cents a pound, live weight, 
and well fed for three or four months, 
will be worth $0.50 a hundred all over. 


Let us figure it out:—A 1,200-poum! 


lu ast u>, five cents, costs $00; one of 1,500 
pounds at 01 cents, brings $97.50; clifCer- 
ence, 937.60. With a collar full o£ tur- 
nips (Dr.ltosbins is right in his remarks 
on this point) or mangels, some stvaw 
hay and good corn-stalks, and sonic corn 
and oil-cake meal, and three months 
feeding, this proflt may bo made. Ono 
half of it will be clear gain; but, what is 
worth more, there will bo a good pile o 
manure left behind, and this will help to 
double the yield o£ tho farm in a very 
few years. If a farmer never made i 
dollar in money proflt on his cattle, ho 
would be richly paid in tlio rapid im 
provecnent of his land.

butcher in a country town of about 5,000 
inhabitants. "Where do yon get you 
meat from?" I asked him. "Oh! Isoiu 
away for it. I could not buy a fat stee 
from a fanner within a hundred iniloso 
here, lly beef is all from tho fur West 
and any fanner lound this town cai 
make a contract with me to-day for 200 
or 250 head ot good bccvos yearly, Th 
farmers all buy meat.

AUTUMN AxcSi'iiiNa TUKE PI.AXT 


TSO.—The report of tho disuussiousor tin 
Republic Comity Horticultural Society 
Kansas, while indicating the intelligence 
of planters in that western limit, show? 
the diversity of opinion among llio mam 
bers on the propriety of fall and spdn{. 
planting, which is quite similar to tin 
samp diversity nearly everywhere elso 
and which is worth noticing. 
On out 


side, fall planting was advocated bccausi 
hotter trees could bo bought, the soil was 
in better condition to recuivo them, am 
they have an earlier start in the spring 
Other members preferred spring, whoi 
they may besot fresh and uninjured,am 
not be subjected to exposure to tho col( 
all winter before starting. This differ- 
ence of opinion is much the result of the 
treatment the trees receive at either son- 
son. If set whoie much exposed to cole' 
winds, they may havo a hard winter to 
pass through, the exposure being ang. 
incntcd by tho increased tenderness eaui- 
ed by digging and pruning. Anotliei 
common dilllculty with fall-set tiees, in 
tho haideiiiug and crusting the next sea- 
son of tlie soil about them; while 
spring the soil is made fresh and mollou 
by setting. Both seasons havo their ad- 
vantages and drawbacks. In autumn 
the first choice may be made at the nur- 
series, and when planted, tlie earth be- 
comes well settled about the roots foi 
early spring growth. But tho soil iimal 
be kept mellow; and if the trees aro 
partly tender, or the site is oiqioscd to 
wtnds, it is better to heel thorn in com- 
pactly, and cover them well with eartli 
till spring. Spring-sot trees arc more 11. 
able to check by tho removal, unless they 
havo been dug beCote tho buds have 
swollen. The great, point in both cases 
is to give them, during a few of tholi 
early years, clean, broad, mellow culti- 
vation.— Country Gentleman.

Tlio best pears weio Summer 
Doyenne, Osband's Summer (very flue), 
Giffaid, Bartlett, Scckel,Dana's Hovey, 
and Lawrence. Ho caught, under hay 
bands, the hist season, 4,000 codling 
worms; and by jarring his pear trees, ho 
caught 1,-IOOcurcullos; and lie had tho 
best crop of Lawrence for some years. 


IF you have fruit trees to liuy this 


Fall, pray ho careful to procure tho best 
kinds for your soil and climate, and 
those true to name. Do not run any 
risks. You can bettor affoul to pay one 
dollar for every tree, and know what you 
get, tl AH 2o cents and find that yon have 
worthless varieties 10 years hence when 
they begin to bear. Prepare the land 
well, also, for their reception—keep the 
roots covered every minute until they 
are set in their places and covered with 
soil.—Jlicml yew-Yorker.
